New ORV license registration due Apri 


Off-road engines are being 
revved up across the state as 
Michigan’s transition to spring 
ORV riding is near. New-year li- 
censes and permits went on sale 
March 1. The 2018 permits expire 
in just a few days, March 31. 

An ORV license costs $26.25 and 
is required to ride eligible county 
roads, state forest roads open to 
ORV use and eligible national for- 
est roads. A license is not needed 
to operate on private lands; how- 
ever, an ORV trail permit is re- 
quired to ride on state-designated 
ORV trails/routes and special 
ORV-use areas. 

An ORY trail permit costs an 
additional $10 and is required 
when operating on designated 
ORV trails/routes and special 
ORV-use areas. A trail permit is 
not needed for private lands.

March 21, watercraft users in Michi- 
gan are required to take steps to pre- 


vent the spread of aquatic invasive 
species. Also, anyone fishing with 
live or cut bait or practicing catch- 
and-release fishing will need to take 
precautions to limit the movement 
of invasive species and fish dis- 
eases. 

Here are some simple rules of 
thumb to help boaters and anglers 
navigate these laws: 

CLEAN boats, trailers and equip- 
ment. 

DRAIN live wells, bilges and all 
water — pull the plug! 

DRY boats and equipment. 

DISPOSE of unwanted bait in the 
trash. 

The DNR also reminds anglers, 
when practicing catch-and-release 
fishing, to return the fish to the 
water where it was caught.

ORDINANCE ADDRESSING FLOODPLAIN MANAGEMENT 
PROVISIONS OF THE STATE CONSTRUCTION CODE 


Community Name: City of East Jordan, County: Charlevoix County 


Ordinance number _250 


An Ordinance to Designate an enforcing agency to discharge the responsibility of the 
City, of East Jordan located in Charlevoix County, and to designate regulated flood hazard 
areas under the provisions of the State Construction Code Act, Act No. 230 of the Public 


Acts of 1972, as amended. 


The City of East Jordan hereby ordains: 

Section 1. AGENCY DESIGNATED. Pursuant to the provisions of the state construc- 
tion code, in accordance with Section 8b(6) of Act 230, of the Public Acts of 1972, as 
amended, the Charlevoix County Department Building Safety of the County, of Charlevoix 
is hereby designated as the enforcing agency to discharge the responsibility of the City, of 
East Jordan under Act 230, of the Public Acts of 1972, as amended, State of Michigan. 
The County of Charlevoix County assumes responsibility for the administration and en- 
forcement of said Act through out the corporate limits of the community adopting this ordi- 


nance. 


Section 2, CODE APPENDIX ENFORCED. Pursuant to the provisions of the state 
construction code, in accordance with Section 8b(6) of Act 230, of the Public Acts of 1972, 
as amended, Appendix G of the Michigan Building Code shall be enforced by the enforcing 
agency within the jurisdiction of the community adopting this ordinance. 


Section 3. DESIGNATION OF REGULATED FLOOD PRONE HAZARD AREAS. The 
Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA) Flood Insurance Study (FIS) Entitled 
“Charlevoix County Michigan (All Jurisdictions)” and dated May 16, 2019 and the Flood In- 
surance Rate Map(s) (FIRMS) panel number(s) of 26029C0517C, 26029C0519C, 
26029C0538C, 26029C0534C, 26029CIND2A dated May 16, 2019 are adopted by refer- 
ence for the purposes of administration of the Michigan Construction Code, and declared to 
be a part of Section 1612.3 of the Michigan Building Code, and to provide the content of 
the “Flood Hazards” section of Table R301.2(1) of the Michigan Residential Code. 


Section 4. REPEALS. All ordinances inconsistent with the provisions of this ordi- 


nance are hereby repealed. 


Section 5. PUBLICATION. This ordinance shall be effective after legal publication 
and in accordance with the provisions of the Act governing same. 


Adopted this 18th day of March, 2019.
